SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer print-out entitled A-true~1.txt is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young 
persons. 

The publication is a computer print-out of a text file. It is a story consisting of four 
pages of descriptions of sexual activity between a young male (aged 8 to 17 years), 
and other boys or adult men. His early sexual experiences are only referred to, while 
some of his later experiences are explicitly described. The narrator, who is now an 
adult, says he has been a "boy lover since I was 15". 

The youth of the participants is a key element in the story (reinforced through 
references to the participants' physical characteristics and leisure activities). The 
narrator also emphasises his, and the other participants', lack of sexual experience. 
The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes because the reader is intended to be titillated by descriptions of these 
persons engaging in sexual activity, and is encouraged to see these persons as 
suitable participants in sexual activity. 

This interpretation of the story is reinforced by the nature of the medium in which it is 
presented. The publication is a computer print-out. Information at the top of the story 
indicates its source is an Internet newsgroup. From the Internet, the story is able to 
be widely distributed to interested persons. The nature of the material presented in 
the story is such that its most likely audience is adults with a sexual interest in children 
and young persons. 

This publication is deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. Section 3(2) provisions are inconsistent with and 
override the rights and freedoms set out in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990. 
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
